Summary of reasons for decision: 

The Blu-ray disc contains a feature originally examined as a 35mm film by the Office of Film and 
Literature Classification (OFLC No. 502003, registered 31 October 2005). The film was classified 
"Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have 
attained the age of 18 years" with the descriptive note "Sadistic violence ". A DVD version was 
examined and classified in 2006. The Blu-ray disc version of the feature is approximately two 
minute longer in duration than the 35mm film. The difference in running time is due to a number 
of scenes being extended in small ways that are not obvious when viewed. 

Additional material on the Blu-ray disc includes a faux documentary, a component dedicated to 
the memory of "Saw II" producer Gregg Hoffman, origins of the "Saw II" script, audio 
commentaries and various distributor notices. The additional material does not require the Blu- 
ray disc to be given a different classification to that of the film originally examined.
